eral Allen at Coblcnz as to military aspects of the involved situation in Ger- 
many, government ad\kvs today threw little light on the political status 
there and none at all on possible Allied military measures.

ment officials had ho|>ed that General Allen would report on the conference 
of Allied commanders on the Rhine with Marshal Foch, but no such mes- 
sage had come when the department closed. 


The state department had an official report of a general strike iu Ham- 


burg, with the military in control and no disorders. The message did not 
show when It nas Hied, however. Other advices were largely summaries 
of press accounts from Germany or from cities near the German border. 


There was much speculative discussion again in war and state depart- 


ment circles today as to the status of General Allen's troops on the Rhine, 
in view of the fact that the American forces alone are there under armis- 
tice conditions. Disagreement was expressed as to whether they would be 
under the orders of Marshal Foch as supreme commander.

SIMS DISCLOSES 
WARTIME FEARS 


Admiral Relates Hitherto Un- 
published Story To the Senate 


Naval Investigating Board 


INVOLVED GERM AN RAID 


Possibility That Battle Cruisers 
Might Supplant Enemy Sub- 


marines Caused Anxiety 


Washington, March 15. — A hither- 


to unpublished story ot wartime anx- 
iety in London and Washington less 
German battle cruisers attempt a for- 
lorn 
hope raid against American 


transports, was disclosed today to the 
senate naval Investigating committee 
by Rear Admiral Sims. Messages ex- 
changed by Admiral Benson, chief of 
operations and Admiral Sims in July. 
1918. 
v.-ere presented hy the latter to 


correct "implications" which, he said, 
Secretary Daniels had made to the 
committee that "general plans and 
policies were none of my business." 
. Included in plans formed by the 
navy department to meet such raids 
-and rejected by Admiral Sims as im- 
practicable was a proposal to call on 
Japan for a. battle cruiser division to 
serve with the American Atlantic fleet. 


Sought Aid of Japanese Nnvv- 


In the spiing of 1918, Admiral Sims 


said, \\hen the submarine menace had 
been 'overcome, naval officials in Lon- 
don became apprehensive that 
the 


Germans might,- as a last venture, 
send out battle cruisers in hope of de- 
stroying an American convoy. That 
this apprehension was felt also at tha 
navy department, ho said, was demon- 
strated by the following cablegram 
from Admiral Benson: 


"As last hope battle cruisers may 


be sent out to completely destroy one 
of our large troop convoys. We de- 
pend upon you to gain and give in- 
formation on this point and gr:tnd 
fleet to take necessary action until 
United States could act." 


la reply Admiral Sims said he cabl- 


ed that everything possible would be 
done to intercept raiding German 
cruisers, but that there could not be 
any guarantee that enemy battle cruis- 
ers would not reach the open Atlantic 
undetected. He 
advised

United States troop -convoys with bat- 
tleships. Despite this, he said, the 
ttavy departmentron'Jnly"30, outHne'l 
a plan of its own to meet such raids, 
predecated, -he added, on the "falsa 
promise" that advance warning \\ould 
be given.

declared. "It was eventually aban- 
doned v.-ith the ful concurrence of thj.

Htgher Wages Take Profits and Plant- 


ing Will be Curtailed. 


The pronounced exodus from farms 


to cities, the high wages demanded by 
laborers who remain on the farm and 
the high cost of farm equipment and 
supplies- seriously threaten the food 
production throughout the country 
this year, according to imports and 
letters that are reaching the L'nited 
States Department of Agriculture in 
Washington, .it was announced yes- 
terday. 


There is a widespread disposition to 


cut down plantings so that cultivating 
can be attended to by the farmer him- 
self or by members of his family, 
these letteis indicate. Many farmers 
are dissatisfied with the situation m 
which they find themselves and de- 
clare it is unfair to them to have to 
work ten, twelve or more hours a day 
when the tendency in other industries 
is toward a shorter working day and 
;i decreased output. 
The farmers say 


that they can not pay the high wages 
demanded in competition with other 
industries and make a profit. 


The 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 


finds that the most definite reports of 
the farm exod'is come from Xew 
York state, where the number of peo 
;>!e living on farms decreased near- j \\ARMJER WEATHER Fr.OMTSED- 
ly 3 percent and the number of hired ' 
men decreased more than 17 percent. 
The records are for investigations 
covering G.775 representative farms on 
Feb. 1, as compared with a year ago. 
The department asserts that if the 
same ratio holds for all Taims in the 
state about 35,01'U men and boys left 
| larming to go into other industries, 
.nlule only about 11,0(10 have changed 
fiom other industries to farming. This, 
the department points out, is a njore 
vapid movement from the farms to | 
other industries than took place in 
the early part of the war.

The episode in New York history

of Otscgo county, and 
as 


above stated the result of the election 
hinged on the technical question as 
to whether the sheriff was qualified 
to deliver the county ballots. Appar- 
ently he uas held disqualified, as th« 
totes of Clinton, Tioga and Otsego 
counties were not counted, and Clin- 
ton won out. The small vote of the 
state at that time Is interesting also 
by comparison 
tv»th that of 1918, 


when, women and men voting, over 
1,100.000 votes were cast, and in Ot- 
ecgo alone there were 14,560, or only 
about 2,000 less than in the state in

inches, since practically all of the 
sap flows through the outer sap xvooJ. 
Deeper holes"re<juire more labor, give 
little or no more sap during the sea- 
son, and result in greater damage to 
the wood should it later be cut for 
lumber. A hole placed 4 to 41i feet 
from the ground is -most convenient 
and gives the largest How of sap. 


As a general rule. It is net well lo 


tap trees smaller than ten inches in 
diameter at the point of tapping. Un- j 
der ordinary circumstances spouts j 
should not be set not nearer than two 1 
feet apart along the circumfrence oC 
the tree.

Ha* ProgrMMKl IHvplie the Weather 


Conditions of 1'ast few 
Week*. 


Much encouragement is given that 


the Oneonta-Morrls road will be com- 
pleted the coming summer by the fact 
that despite the extreme weather con- 
ditions that have prevailed for the 
past few weeks and in fact since win- 
ter' conditions have prevailed, the 
work of getting ant) drawing native 
stone for the iubbase has' progressed 
and that prior to the snow arriving 
much grading was done on this side 
of the hill.

days become loager and that if it is 
necessary to complete the job this 
year, that work will be done on Sun- 
day B.

Good wages are being offered and the 
contractor will have a sizable force 
at work as soon as the ice and snow 
is gone and work can be done with 
economy.

ing in the Country Now 


Seek Funds. 


LARGEST SUM IS $25,000,000 


Northwestern W«nU $10,000,000 f«r

New York.— Nearly seventy-flT« col- 


leges throughout the country are con- 
ducting campaigns lor 
endowment 


funds to increase tne pay of their pro- 
fessors and to provide new buildings 
and facilities. It U estimated that the 
total sought Is more than $200,000,000. 


Five of the largest Institutions In 


the country— Harvard, Princeton, Cor- 
nell, Northwestern and New York uni- 
versity— are engaged In campaigns, 
and the total sought by these five uni- 
versities alone Is 570,700,000. North- 
western seeks ?25,000,000. 
Harvard 


alieady has promises of J12.000.000, 
toward her desired fund of $15,250,- 
000. 
Cornell's goal is 
$10,000,000. 


Princeton desires $14,000,000, and New 
York university has set $6,450,000 as 
her minimum In a campaign to be 
launched late this month. 


Pittsburgh Wants $16,000,000. 


Other large sums sought by some ot 


the smaller colleges carry the total 
above $100,000,000 before the first ten 
Campaigns nre enumerated. Boston 
university also wants $10,000,000. The 
University of Pittsburgh intends to 
raise $16,000,000 in the nest five years. 
Oberlin college of Ohio is to raise 
$5,285,000, and ten other colleges are 
campaigning for Individual funds of 
$3,000,000 each.

Although Columbia university here 


has announced no plans for a cam- 
paign for funds, her president, Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, has intimated 
that money might be sought for the 
completion of the Institution's building 
programs. Two of Columbia's associ- 
ated institutions, Barnard college and 
Teachers' college,' are appealing for 
funds. Teachers' college seeks $3,000,- 
000, $1,500,000 of which Is to be used 
for a new library building, and the 
alumnae committee ot Barnard asks 
$500,000 to complete the U.000,000 en- 
dowment fund. 


All of the large eastern colleges 


have committees at work In this city, 
and HunTer College for Women and 
New York university Intend to push 
their campaign for funds In the guer- 
rilla warfare way because most of 
their graduates live In the city. Hun- 
ter college is seeking $150,000 for an 
alumnae hall, and Is running Its cam- 
paign as part of the celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of Its foundation. 
Organizations of graduates of the va- 
rious colleges have been requested to 
subscribe certain quotas, end the cam- 
paign has been carried directly to the 
purse of each graduate. 


Varying Amounts Sought. 


Sums sought by the smaller and 


specialized Institutions range down 
from the 58,000,000 sought by the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute ol Technology to 
the $10.000,000 to be raised by Ford- 
ham university of this city for a me- 
morial to its graduates who perished 
In the war. Joining, too. In the cam- 
paigns are some of the women's col- 
leges, inc'.udlng Mount Holvoke, Bryn 
Mawr atid Smith college. Phillips Ex- 
eter academy end Andover academy 
also are on the list 


Three of the Institutions that had 


planned elaborate campaigns for large 
endowment funds received large sums 
under tlie will of Henry C. Frlck. To 
Princeton was left $10,000,000. Har- 
vard received $o,000.000, and $5.000.000 
also was bequeathed to the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Massa- 
chusetts "Tech" also has received in 
Its campaign promises of large sums 
from T. Coleman Dnpont on condition 
that specl"c additional sums be sub- 
scribed by others during the campaign. 


By far the largest sum Is sought by 


Northwestern university In Chicago. 
Her goal Is ?2.">.000,000, including $10.- 
000,000 for new buildings and an en- 
dowment fnnd for their maintenance. 
Intended expansion of work Is to be 
covered by » fund of $11,000,000, and 
the remalnins $4.000,000 Is to be twed 
In carrying on the present cnrrlcn- 
lums.

"as handsome a bit of modern metro- 
.politanlsm as can be found anywhere," 
and Its restaurants, shops, opera, and 
what used to be the viceregal palace 
but-which now flies the standard of 
the new nation, suggested at once the 
French adjective "chic." More than 
that, this new capital was brilliant 
with uniforms, Russian, Georgian, Ar- 
menian, British, and most picturesque 
of all, the Caucasian costume, with Its 
broad-shouldered, wash-walsted coat, 
high, beetles* boots, and astrakhan 
cap. 
One marveled at the load of 


weapoas that complet-vl it; a sword

Of America's mighty war forces of 


more than 4,500,000 men, 1,200,000, It 
Is estimated, came from farms. Rec- 
ords In the bureau of war-risk Insur- 
ance In Washington Indicate that these- 
farm-bred or farm-raised boys carried 
government life Insurance amounting 
to over $10,000,000,000. 


During the earlier demobilisation It 


was so difficult to keep track of the 
discharged service men that it seemed 
as though a very large proportion of 
them did not return to their former 
addresses or homes. So many of tbe 
service men who had come from the 
farms seemed to bo listening to tbe 
call of the city that It waa feared more 
than one-half ot them were not going 
back to the farms. Later the tide of 
migration set In toward the country, 
aud now It Is believed that the loss In 
man power to the farms, as the result 
of former service men settling else- 
where, may not be more than 900,000.

MAKES NEW USE OF ECHOES 


Inventor's Idea May Do Away With 


the Old Practice Known as 


"Heaving the Lead." 


An Inventor In Oakland, Cal., has 


found a new and practical use for 
echoes, and as a result the time may 
come when the prnctlce of "heaving 
the lend" nt sea will be known only 
In historical novels and old maritime 
history. The marimeter, as the new 
device Is called, sends a sonnd from 
the keel of the ship to the bottom of 
the sea; the sound comes back as an 
echo, and the journey, automatically 
recorded on a diaphragm. Is translated 
Into terms of length. The report shows 
the depth 'of water between keel and 
bottom, calculated from the 
known 


speed of the sound-wave In salt water, 
and the knowledge may be acquired at 
the rate of four soundings a mlnntc. 
which is very ranch faster*, than by the 
older methods. The marimeter. to be 
sure, has only recently gone., to sea, 
If indeed the steamer Governor, which 
will carry the first of them, has yet 
left dry dock in Seattle, Wash. But 
the instrument promises to add ma- 
terially to the security of ocean traf-
